Plumb, on the other band is dead against it, 
and. in fact, declared in his sp eech that the 
p eop le of the I nited Mate« , with their self- 
control and enlighten« I habits, needed no 
arm y at all, while there wero enough sol­ 
diers to take care of tli* Indians 
lie would 
liko to see the laborers of the country earn­ 
ing more than $ 400 p tr year instead of add­ 
ing 5,000 to the soldiers at $ 1,000 p er annum 
p er head. 
He said we had enough m ilitary 
frills and furbelows in this country now, and 
the fattest p lace« in the country were arm y 
p laces. 
Logan intimated that a good dial 
of Plumb's sp eech was demtigoguery and 
Plumb said he could stand it 
The debate had a continual drift toward 
the labor troubles. 
Dawes saw no need of a great arm y to 
keep the Indians quiet 
As to troubles an ­ 
ticip ated from labor difficulties, the remedy 
was to remove the can» « « of discontent 
•*8ee to it,’’ said he, “that he who p erform# 
labor shall reap a fair comp ensation, and 
th at p rofits shall b© shared justly between 
him who furnishes the cap itffl and him who 
furnishes the labor to make that cap ital p ro­ 
ductive and you will have no trouble be­ 
tween labor and cap ital.” 
Control tjirough 
tin arm y was not the control desired. 
Self- 
control was the characteristic of our p eop le, 
and would see them through « 11 their differ­ 
ences. 
Ho would assert the American 
doctrine and advance the interests of our 
laborers in every p racticable manner. 
Teller said it was not desirable to resort 
to a standing arm y for p olice p urp oses and 
the p eop le of the United Htates did net in­ 
tend that local disturbances in the state 
should bo p ut down by national troop s. The 
idea of voting $ 2,000.« )0:> or more in order to 
make the arm y, fit the ideas of the arm y of­ 
ficer« for diip lay and p arade was not an 
idea that would meet p ublic ap p roval.
